Yesterday's Elongateds, by Lee Martin and Lottie Dow, is a new 
book in the process of being compiled. The subject matter will in¬ 
clude all pictures and data in Dottiee Dow's original book. The 
Elongated Collector , and also cover hundreds of previously unlisted 
elongated coins. In addition, the book's primary purpose will be 
as a pricing guide. Prices have been compiled from many sources. 
Prices realized from catalogs issued by Spadone, Koppenhaver, and 
Christensen & Stone, also numerous independent sales and from the 
prices paid for elongated coins from a variety of sources. 

One of the big problems has been the wide range asked for the 
same elongated coin. In one instance, one dealer priced a coin at 
$40., While another dealer sold it for $2.50. Which was accurate? 
To try and answer that, lists are being analyzed for an availabili¬ 
ty factor. The number of times a coin has appeared in sales will 
be a primary price consideration. 

TEC members are asked to drop a line to Lee Martin with some 
indication of prices paid for elongated coins made prior to 1965. 
In all probability, elongated coins made since 1965 will be omitted 
from the book. The reason is simply one of economics. The costs 
of reproducing all elongated coins made to date would be impossible 
to pass on to collectors. (A book written by Lee Martin titled 
"Today's Elongateds" covered current coins. More than 200 pages 
were used in that book and since then the number of rollers has in¬ 
creased.) Printing costs have also risen to a point where it's im¬ 
practical to try to completely cover the field. 

At this time the Lord's Prayer elongated coins, which have been 
produced in quantity ever since our hobby was bora, is an enigma. 
Pictures should be printed double size for better details, but so 
many elongated coins exist that a separate book would be practical. 
Current thinking is to include as many Lord's Prayer as possible 
with pictures above normal size, but if the budget allows and if 
enough orders come in, oversized photos might be made. Our book 
will be published in two editions. A special library edition for 
those who order before publication will be offered. Mintage of this 
book will be determined by the number of orders received. A regular 
edition to be sold by dealers, etc. will be a follow-up issue. If 
you are interested in the library edition, please forward your name. 
Do not send money at this time. Send your name and address to Lee 
Martin, Box 667, Beaumont, California, 92223. Unfortunately, price 
of the book is not known, it would depend upon how involved the book 
is and what costs are incurred. There is no obligation to buy the 
book, your name will merely be kept on file until the proper time 
for notification. 

Among the other problems encountered are trying to discover 
which elongated coins were produced years ago and are still being 
made. In some instances, rollers have apparently photographed old 
designs and reproduced them by the photo-fabrication method. In 
addition, many collectors are avoiding listing elongated coins that 
should be in the book in the belief that they will be worth more if 
they are unlisted. This was accurate in the past, but because of 
different thinking and the questioned legitimacy of some elongated 
coins, it is hoped full cooperation can be achieved. 

Finally, a thank you must be sent to all the members who have 
promised cooperation. The book will be comprehensive due entirely 
to TEC member's assistance. In behalf of Dottie Dow and myself, I 
would like to say thank you! The hobby will prosper when informa¬ 
tive books are available.

RESTRIKES OR ORIGINALS? ? by Bob Luchtman TEC #136 

Steamboat, Nev. 

I read the article on elongated coin re-strikes by Doug Fair¬ 
banks, Jr. in the April, May, June issue of TEC NEWS. I am familiar 
with some of the elongated coins mentioned and thought I would pass 
on the info I have to others and let them judge for themselves 
whether they are restrikes or originals that are just surfacing. 

I purchased the machine manufacturing business in 1968 from 
Charles Lorati, Portland, Oregon. In order to close the sale, my 
wife and I had to make the trip to Portland where we met "Charlie'! 
We found Charlie to be a 84 year old vegetarian, really a health 
nut except for his passion for Coca Cola. Charlie had been making 
rolling machines for many years. At this time I don't know if old 
Charlie was a bit senile or a bit cagey, but it was very difficult 
and at times impossible to get positive information from him, es¬ 
pecially when it came to dates, different engravings made etc. He 
said, he kept no records so the only info I could get had to be 
verbal and what I could see. Charlie wasn't interested in elongat¬ 
ed coins as a collectable item. His interest was in selling ma¬ 
chines to people who would roll elongated coins for the public at 
the fairs, carnivals and in general any place a crowd would gather. 

I tried to find out when lie entered the elongated eoin business 
but to no avail except that it was a very long time ago. I thought 
I had hit a bonanza and just knew I was going to wind up with oodles 
and oodles of oldies. Here now again I met with disappointment, 
seems that old Charlie did not save a sample of every engraving 
he had done, although he did say he had a few in a book somewhere. 
It took me a lot of pushing and talking (I guess you could call it 
begging) to show me the book. It contained a few dozen elongated 
coins, including F.D.R's, Dionne Quints, Moses, Ore. Rose Festival, 
etc. I managed to get a price from him that he would take for the 
book and I got a few oldies this way. I asked about others and was 
taken up to the attic where he blew the dust off a couple of cigar 
boxes, which were filled with elongated coins. Anticipation was 
high at this time. Just glancing at the contents I saw mainly the 
Lords Prayers (this was his biggest seller over the years) I saw a 
few odd balls also. I asked what he wanted for the whole batch. He 
couldn't see what anyone would want with all those pennies, but 
finally sold them to me. I asked if he had anymore laying around 
and he said, "No", what he had shown me was all he had. I had my 
doubts, but couldn't push to far, so I let it go at that. All this 
I mention as a prelude to what happened at a later date. 

The place was Prineville, Oregon at the Rockhounds Pow Now in 
1976. My wife and I were set up at the show selling jewelry and 
when things were slow at the booth we took turns touring around to 
see what other dealers had for sale. On one of my tours I saw some 
elongated coins in a dealers case, some of which were ones I had 
rolled. I got talking with the dealer and found out that he had 
made a deal with a fellow in Oregon for a whole bunch of elongated 
coins. He had traded him some World War II German swords and a few 
other things. This dealer didn't bring all the elongated coins with 
him. As he wasn't familiar with the elongated coins he told me he 
just brought a couple hundred to see how they would sell. I asked 
to see what he had brought with him and lo and behold they were old 
Charlies elongated coins. I recognized them all. I had given 
Charlie about 1000 of my first Moon Landing pennies and there were 
a bunch of these in the group.

I could tell from the way this dealer talked that the fellow 
he got the elongated coins from wasn't Charlie. I tried to contact 
Charlie a couple of years ago and my letter was returned, "no such 
person at that address". Some of the elongated coins in this group 
were mentioned in Doug Fairbanks article, which "brings me to the 
point in question, are these to "be considered re-rolls? I know that 
Charles Lorati engraved and rolled the ones listed below. I found 
some of these in the book I bought from him and others mixed in 
with the group of unsorted that were in his attic. 

I know that the elongated coins seen at Prineville were from 
Charlie. After seeing these and hearing of the quantities, I know 
that Charlie held out on me and had many others that he didn't want 
to be bothered showing me. I can't help but feel that Charlie died 
and left to his estate untold quantities of a great variety of 
elongated coins, both old and comparitively new. These were sold 
or traded to apparently the one who collected German World War II 
material. 

So the situation is this. Charlie engraved and rolled the 
elongated coins that are now surfacing, so are these to be consid¬ 
ered re-rolls? Actually they are the originals that were engraved 
and rolled years ago. It is conceivable that some of the engraved 
rolls for producing these elongated coins still exist and could 
roll some at this time. However, for any one person to have all 
these engravings is highly unlikely. I know that Charlie engraved 
most of these for his own use. I am no authority on re-rolls es¬ 
pecially if older pennies were rolled with old engravings. If some 
one can tell me how to detect the old rolls from the recent rolls I 
would appreciate hearing about it. 

If this article causes confusion, I'm sorry. I know that I did 
not see all the elongated coins that my friend Charlie made, but I 
can't help but feel that as far as some of the elongated coins men¬ 
tioned in Dougs article are concerned some of them are not re-rolls 
but the originals that are showing up in quantity at this date and 
would appear to be re-rolls. 

The ones in question are: Relc.c., WAS-SWF-4, WAS xxx-1, 
Was-sea-1, OREpor-1, ORExxx-1, MICxxx-13. 

As a collector, would you call these re-rolls or originals if 
they were rolled by the engraver years ago and are surfacing today? 
Would like to hear your feelings regarding this.

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A DAY AT THE T.V. STATION by Chester M. Rogers TEC #515

Down here in the Mid-South, we have a T.V. program in Jones¬ 
boro, Arkansas on channel 8 and it comes on at 12 noon, called the 
"Scene Midday”, following the news of the day. On the "Scene Mid¬ 
day program they have a guest who either has a hobby, or are put¬ 
ting on a benefit show for the local communities. 

Now after rolling elongated coins for over five years I have 
come to realize that "Rolling Elongated Coins" is definitely a hobby 
and thats the reason there are only a handful of rollers who are 
active in it.

Since I*ve joined TEC I've become more interested in owls and 
have been reading about them in many books all about the many dif¬ 
ferent owls we have in this country. I have received some very 
nice elongated coins with owls on them, so this makes me more in¬ 
terested to read as much as I can about them. Some of the pictures 
of the owls show the different colors of the owls. Its surprising 
how pretty some of them are. 

As I was reading the different books I was trying to see which 
owl looked the most like our TEC owl. I did see a picture of one 
owl that resembles the TEC owl, but I'm still not sure. This owl 
is from around New Jersey, or from around the east coast. It has 
dark eyes and sometimes its gray and redish in color, although its 
head is much redder, or rust color than the rest of his body. I 
could be wrong, but this owl is called the Fiammuiated Owl.

As I was typing one article it got me thinking, don't let any¬ 
one kid you that we have to educate the coin dealers. They know 
what they want for the elongated coins and they ask for a price 
that some of the collectors are willing to pay. Believe me some of 
the elongated coin collectors will pay a good price to get a cer¬ 
tain elongated coin that they want. 

It was like the $500. coin we saw in Washington D.C. at the 
A.N.A. Convention a few years ago. I couldn't help but laugh at the 
coin dealer when he said, the price of this elongated coin was $500. 
I told him right out, "but the roller is selling the coin for $5. 
Most of the TEC group looked the coin over shook our heads and then 
walked away. Would you believe, one of the TEC members later went 
back and bought that coin. I do not know if they paid $500. for it, 
I'd say they still paid a high price for it. The dealer told me 
later which one of the TEC group bought the coin, but told me not 
to let on he told me who it was. This TEC member liked the elong¬ 
ated coin and wanted it, they were willing to pay a good price for 
it. The dealer didn't force anyone to buy it, but he also knew if 
a collector wanted it bad enough they would buy it. The dealer made 
on this deal, but I wouldn't say we have to educate the dealers. As 
for me when I see a high price on an elongated coin I only look at 
it and wish the dealer luck in getting his high price for his coin. 

Now not all dealers are out to get us with high prices on the 
elongated coins. I met some swell dealers and my hat off to them. 
Many times I get an older elongated coin where I only paid $2. for 
it from a dealer. More then once I was given the coin free because 
they knew how much I enjoyed collecting coins. 

At one of our N.E.N.A. Convention I saw a real oldie and only 
a few have this coin, or so I hear. When the dealer saw me he said, 
Sally I have a coin for you. I looked the coin over and was just 
about to tell him what I would give for this elongated coin, when 
the dealer told me, he had to get $2. for that coin. I handed him 
the money on the spot as those that had this coin paid about a $100. 
for the coin. So not all coin dealers are out to get us and don't 
let anyone kid you that they know so little about elongated coins. 
If you don't believe me just try selling them an elongated coin and 
you'll find out they know all about elongated coins. In the past 
years I have met many big time dealers who have even saved an older 
elongated coin for me and never asked for a high price. Most of 
the dealers are fair with the prices, theres always a few that will 
take what you are willing to pay and some are willing to pay a high 
price for certain elongated coins. 

I also saw one TEC member who paid for one elongated coin a 
$125. without batting an eye. They wanted that coin and nothing was 
going to stop them. This is one time I saw the person pay the $125. 
and were happy about the deal. 

Its like the person who paid the $750* for the elongated coin. 
I wouldn't pay that much, but this person did. What they expect to 
do with this $750. elongated coin, I don't know, but the last I 
heard they still had it. I wish them all the luck in the world.

Our April-May-June TEC NEWS contained the 1977 TEC membership 
elongated coin, for those who had their 1977 dues paid. It is in¬ 
teresting to compare the TEC membership elongated coins which now 
total eleven so far. The first membership coin was rolled on a 1893 
Indian cent for the charter members and it reads as follows: "THE 
ELONGATED COLLECTOR - "TEC” - POUNDED AUG. 20, 1966", (space for 
name) No. Dotted border, RWJ at right. The first coin made was 1967 
and made by Ralph Jobe. Then from 1968 - 1069 the membership elong¬ 
ated coins were made by Dottie Dow. In 1970 - 1971 the membership 
coins were made by Henry Blaha. In 1972 they were made by Robert 
Luchtman and in 1973 they were made by Lloyd E. Wagaman. In 1974 
the membership elongated coins were made by Sally-A1 Kirka. In 
1975, I did not know who made them, so I'll have to find out who 
did make them. In 1976 the membership elongated coins were again 
made by Sally-Al Kirka. This year 1977, the coins were made by Bob 
Luchtman. 

Notice how the designs of our TEC membership elongated coins 
vary from roller to roller. Newer TEC members no doubt will have 
a task finding the early issues, but it does present a nice chal¬ 
lenge so why not give it a try anyhow. 

Midwest Elongated Collectors, "MEC" had two membership elong¬ 
ated coins made. A 1971 for charter members and another elongated 
coin made for 1975. The California Collectors of Elongateds, "CCE" 
has membership elongated coins made for, 1971-1972-1973-1974 and 
1975. It is interesting to note the bear replaced our OWL on these 
issues.

In closing I would like to suggest that the TEC membership 
coins be sent to the American Numismatic Association for our TEC 
showcase for displaying. If possible to have dimes rolled for this. 

(Editor's Notes:- The 1975 TEC membership elongated coins were 
rolled out by Bob Luchtman. The TEC NEWS was already printed so we 
couldn't put in who had rolled the membership coins. We try to hold 
off as long as we can to try to get the new pennies out. I still 
haven't seen any around here yet, as of this writing in April. Now 
Bob Luchtman has an ”0" with a dot in the middle of it to show that 
he made the coin. Look at your 1976 TEC badge and see if you can 
find it. It's there. 

Now about the re-rolling of the membership coins on dimes. Its 
to late for that now as most of the early dies have been destroyed. 
Also the early coins are gone as we only could give out to how many 
members we had at the time. So a limited amount were given out.)

First let me thank my fellow members in TEC, and all my friends 
in elongateds who sent me "Get Well" wishes during my illness. I 
also want to thank President Sally Kirka who was kind enough to 
write a few nice words in TEC's last newsletter. With this, I was 
moved to write a few words at this time. 

Many of you older members in TEC have known about my work on 
an elongated coin book. Many of the subscribers have been waiting 
a long time for a release of this work. Each year it was rumored 
that the book would be ready for the next year, and so on. lee 
Martin, who is very dedicated in elongated coins and knows the grue¬ 
some work in the preparation of a book, would occassionally an¬ 
nounce the forthcoming of my book. Others, who were close in know¬ 
ing about my work, also felt a tentative release at any moment. 
However newer members in TEC, who perhaps never heard or knew of my 
work, will be happy to learn that there is pending a complete lit¬ 
erary treatise on the subject of the "modem elongated coins". 
Therefore, it may be appropriate for me to let every collector know 
what is going on. 

Since 1968 when I first began the dream of putting together a 
work on elongated coins, I truly have never halted the idea.. I 
know that many have ceased to believe that my book would ever take 
place. This I can understand because little has been explained as 
to what exactly is at hand. Thus, without going into a preponderant 
explanation, or articulate the many reasons for the lenghty delay, 
I will merely state that life has its interruptions, some grim, 
such as a bad illness. However, when life is not so ruffled, I 
have at every spare moment spent endless hours in research, tabula¬ 
tion, correspondence, and the putting together a manuscript! Each 
hour has produced a swelling into the work unimaginative to those 
who never invested the time to write a book. Much progress has 
been made, even though there has been many vexatious delays. The 
work has also been very arduous with frenzied moments. While too, 
some limited excitement when you see the thickset of your work un¬ 
fold after so many, many months. Several times the work format had 
to be completely reworked due to an item such as obsolescence or 
obstacles such as confirming authentic information and data.

These are good holders 
for storing your elongated coins, or nice to use for your exhibit. 
The cardboard holders are also very good for exhibiting too. No 
matter which holders you use, you will make good use of both. I'm 
hoping to find room in my suitcase to bring some of the plastic 
ones to show around as many members still don't know what I was 
trying to explain. One thing a person should learn to flatten the 
elongated coins, so they will lay flat in the holders. I'm not 
telling you that you have to do this as its all up to you. It does 
make a difference if you put them in the holders. They do look bet¬ 
ter laying flat in holders and nice in an exhibit as neatness counts, 
I do not sell any of the holders. Check your April issue for more 
information on both kinds of holders for your elongatedooins. The 
white holders can easily be put in those 20 pocket plastic pages 
and could be put in those ring binder books. The plastic holders 
can be put together so they can be made into a page and then put in 
the same kind of a book. As far as storing, you may have your own 
way of doing this. Lets hear from the members just how do they 
store their elongated coins. Some of you may have some better ideas.

NATHAN HALE (1755-1776) "I only regret that 
I have but one life to lose for my country". 
These words are famous as Nathan Hale’s last 
words. 

Nathan Hale, a young Connecticut school 
teacher, joined the American Army as a Lieu¬ 
tenant. He was such a good soldier that he 
was soon made a Captain. 

In 1776, Washington had been defeated in 
the Battle of Long Island and things looked 
bad for him and his troops. He needed to 
know more about what the British were plan¬ 
ning to do. He needed a volunteer for the 
dangerous task of going back of the British 
lines to find out what was going on. Nathan 
Hale offered to go. 

His friends tried to persuade him not to 
go, but he went. 

By pretending that he was a Dutch school¬ 
teacher, he got through the British lines.He 
acquired a great deal of information for 
Washington, but on his way back to the rear 
was caught. The British followed the rules 
of war, and Hale was hanged. To them he was 
just a spy. But to the Americans he was and 
Still is, a great patriot. Many statues of him 
have been erected in honor of this hero.
